Article 2. To choose all other necessary Town officers. 


Article 3. To hear a report of the Town Officers and Commit- 
tees and act thereon.

Permit, if granted, to be conditioned as to reestablishment of ground 
levels and grades. 


Exception—Notwithstanding above, permit may be issued for removal 
of soil or loam from agricultural lands where necessary for and in- 
cidental to construction of road or other facility on the land. Board 
to require evidence of good faith and make same a part of its records. 


Removal within 300 Feet of Streets of soil, loam, sand or gravel may 
be allowed only if not detrimental or injurious to neighborhood or 
town as determined by administrative board. Removal of soil and 
loam within 300 feet of a street shall be further subject to all other 
provisions of this bylaw relating to the removal of soil and loam, 
including those provisions pertaining to the agricultural suitability 
of the land. Permit, if granted, to be conditioned as to method of 
removal, reestablishment of ground levels and grades and the plant- 
ing of the area to suitable cover. (By Board of Appeals).

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000.00) to remove badly de- 
cayed and dangerous trees in our town roads, to be expended under 
the direction of the Board of Public Works, or do anything relating 
thereto. (By B.P. W.) 


Article 66. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Twenty-five Hundred Dollars ($2,500.00) for poison ivy 
and brush control, said sum to be expended under the direction of the 
Board of Public Works, or do anything relating thereto. (By B. P. W.) 


Article 67. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Four Hundred Dollars ($400.00) for the buying and plant- 
ing of new shade trees, said sum to be expended under the direction

REPORT OF THE SAFETY EDUCATION OFFICER 


To: Chief of Police Arthur C. Pellegri: 


The present Safety Education program now in effect in the Public 
and Parochial Schools through the cooperation of the school and 
Police Departments is principally the indoctrination of Safety in all 
its phases to the entire student body. This is accomplished through 
the medium of safety lessons, lectures, motion pictures, and distribu- 
tion of safety pamphlets throughout the entire school system. Posters 
and Safety lessons are brought into the classrooms semi-monthly. 
Motion Pictures dealing with Safety on the street, in the home, and 
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in the schools are shown as often as they are procurable. Frequent 
classroom visits are made to lecture and distribute safety pamphlets. 
There is also maintained throughout the school year, a safety check 
frequently of school buses, routes, regulations, traffic, and general 
behaviour of students on these vehicles.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF FRANKLIN HOUSING AUTHORITY 


In accordance with the provisions of the State Housing Board 
Section 26U of the Housing Authority Law (Chapter 121 of the Gen- 
eral Laws) the Franklin Housing Authority submits its annual report 
for the year ending December 31, 1958. 


The membership of the Franklin Housing Authority is composed 
of five members as follows: Jack Nasuti, Chairman; Bruno DiCecco, 
Vice Chairman; Maurice Simon, Treasurer; Martin W. Donahue, Assist- 
ant Treasurer; and Clement Brunelli; Ernest P. Wood is the Executive 
Director and Secretary. 


During the year, extensive improvements were made on the 
grounds and several apartments were painted inside. One Hot Water 
Heater was replaced. 


There are twenty-eight apartments which were occupied all dur- 
ing the year, there are fifty-five adults and ninety-seven children. 


The average rent was $39.90 per month. The rents are based upon 
income and family composition. The formula for setting the rents 
is as follows: 


18% of income for families with one or less minor dependents. 
16% of income for families with two minor dependents. 
14% of income for families with three or more minor dependents. 
The minimum rents for families with one or less minor depend- 
ents is $30.00. 
The minimum for families with two minor dependents is $26.50. 
The minimum for families with three or more dependents is $23.50. 
The admission income limits are $3,950.00, $4,150.00, and $4,350.00. 


The continued occupancy limits are $4,400.00, $4,600.00 and 
$4,800.00. 


Under Chapter 667-1 (Homes for the Elderly) plans are being 
drawn by the architects (Associated Architects and Engineers) for 
40 apartments, to be located on land owned by the Authority in the 
rear of the present Veterans’ Project. These apartments will be for the 
elderly citizens over 65 years of age with a moderate income. Pre- 
liminary plans call for three room apartments with central heat and 
a recreation building. 
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The rent for these apartments is expected to be below $50.00 per 
month with utilities included. 


Ground for this project is expected to be broken in the spring 
and it is expected that they will be occupied by late fall of 1959. 


We wish to thank all those that have assisted the Authority in the 
progress of this project to date.

FRANKLIN CD AUXILIARY POLICE 


To the Honorable Board af Selectmen: 


Franklin CD Auxiliary Police continued its active work through 
1958. as it had for the previous three years Meetings were continued 
twice a month and there were various classes af instruction and drill. 
Late in the year the ranks were culled due to lack af attendance on 
the part of a few and the unit now comprises 56 men im six divisions 
with new replacements being made. 


The unit gave the town 4,488 man-hours during the year, on 
special details, stake-outs, traffic duty and business district coverage. 
Throughout the year the auxiliaries did duty with the regulars, as 
training and as a service. During the year another unit member 
“graduated” to the regular force, as happens nearly every year. 


Auxiliary officers handled Memorial Day and Firemen’s Field 
Day traffic duty entirely and policed the town entirely on the night 
of the firemen’s dance. Officers also assisted at several accidents, and 
the entire unit turned out for traffic control on Labor Day, resulting 
in an excellent safety record. 


The pistol training program continued at the gun club and re- 
cently 42 used Navy pistols, .38 calibre, were secured by the CD pro- 
gram for emergency use by the auxiliary. Regular police classes were 
held, and will be held in 1959. 


This year the unit is inserting an article in the warrant seeking 
funds for uniforms. The old uniforms are four years old and in poor 
condition. Due to the man-hours given the town each year and as 
men must be uniformed, it is felt that it is the responsibility of the 
town to provde such equipment, as no pay is received for the hours 
of service. The old uniforms were not purchased by the town, other 
than a portion of the cost of coats. 


CD added three portable radios, on the police frequency, during 
the year, and proved valuable to unit activi Vities, especially on traffic. 


The unit will be maintained at top condition due to the increasing 
national safety picture.

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In regard to building permits the Planning Board has found that 
there have been structures erected without permits, not only in sub- 
divisions but on lots on public streets. In the past we have advertised 
in the papers that when a structure is to be erected a building permit 
must be obtained from the Planning Board. Because of these infringe- 
ments on the zoning regulations it has been necessary to turn these 
violations over to the Town Counsel for action. We think, however, 
that we are making some progress in stemming these violations and 
hope to continue to do so. 


Other Activities 


This past year the Planning Board has perfected a unit cost data 
system based on recent surveys compiled from the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works records, and other data to be used in 
computing either certified check or bond which the developers are 
required to post with the Town Treasurer before building permits 
are issued. 


The Planning Board has perfected a system for and is reducing 
the size of plans to be used to keep track of building permits in sub- 
divisions. 


Building Code 


A proposed building code which included the appointment of a 
Building Inspector was given to the voters at the town meeting but 
was defeated. Because of increased activity in building there is an 
urgent need for a building code and a building and zoning inspector. 
We are requesting a like article to be placed in the Warrant this 
year and urge you to support it. 


Town Mapping Project 


Because of many land plans that have been made within the past 
two years the Planning Board is now using some of the $1,000.00 that 
the Planning Board set aside to take advantage of these plans to 
further the completion of the mapping project and to bring this proj- 
ect up to date, 


Zoning 


In the past year the Planning Board has made a study of areas 
suitable for zoning for manufacturing use and has recommended 
that the area adjoining West Central; Grove and Beaver Streets, 
seems to have the qualities that would attract outside interests. An 
article. has been placed in the Warrant for the voters’ consideration. 


Master Plan 


Under a Planning Board article last March the Town appropriated 
$6,000.00 to be matched by the same amount in Federal funds to be 
spent under the direction of the Planning Board to prepare a Master 
Plan for the Town’s use. We have been assured that we are to receive 
the use of this money soon.

The Fire Department responded to 19 regular alarms or box calls 
during the year 1958. In addition we had a total of 31 calls for small 
chimney and automobile fires. Two resuscitator calls were made at 
the request of the local physicians, There were also five mutual aid 
calls consisting of two to Wrentham, two to Bellingham and one to 
Millis.

Gentlemen: 


It is my pleasure to submit the following report performed by 
Civil Defense of Franklin for 1958. 


The Franklin Civil Defense is organized as follows: 


(1) Intelligence—C.D.D. Dep. C.D.D. Selectmen of the Town of 
Franklin. 


(2) Auxiliary Police Force, trained by the local Police Chief and 
members of the force to control panic, direct traffic, and take part in 
rescue work. 


(3) Board of Welfare to take care of emergency lodging, feeding, 
clothing, registration, financial assistance and evacuation, with new 
prospects for welfare schooling. 


(4) Radio by RACES and Radio students for transmission of 
messages. 


(5) Ground Observer Corps reporting all multi-motor planes 
in area to the USAF. 


(6) Transportation control of school buses, transportation of sup- 
plies, evacuation of school children and personnel in emergency. 


(7) Auxiliary Firemen in process of organizing for volunteers. 


(8) Highway Dept. to control sanitation, decontamination, repair 
roads, engineering, water and supply. 


(9) Medical and Nursing in process of organizing. 


(10) Radiae Officer and Monitors to determine by instruments if 
safe to approach contaminated radioactive areas. 


(11) Education in Franklin schools in process to instruct children 
what to do in Civil Defense emergency. 


This is Civil Defense in Franklin today. 


Detail reports of 1958 activities in separate reports. 
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Many more volunteers are sadly in need to fill the vacancies 
of men and women to build up the units required under the Civil 
Defense Operation Plan for Franklin, Mass. in accordance with the 
Massachusetts Civil Defense Act, Chapter 639, Act of 1950 as amended, 
and subsequent ex«cutive orders of the Governor of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts. All citizens of Franklin, all municipal of- 
ficials and employees, and all business and industrial organizations 
and institutions within Franklin will utilize this Operation Plan as 
the basis of their respective Civil Defense preparation in order to 
minimize the effects of an enemy attack, or any Natural Disasters. 


Training courses will be continued as units are formed. Civil 
Defense members during the past year have volunteered their services 
as a community service and is entirely on a volunteer cooperative 
basis.

The following is the report of the Franklin Playground Committee 
on the activities of the recreational program carried on during the past 
year. 


Below is the documented report of the director, Mr. John Griffin, 
submitted to this committee. 


“The 1958 Franklin summer recreation program opened at 9:00 
a.m. July 7 and closed August 29. The 1958 program used the facilities 
of both Fletcher Field and Grant Field (Dean Junior College), which 
allowed for the accommodation of more children at greater conven- 
ience to the children and parents.

In addition to the above staff Miss Alice Beane was hired on an 
hourly basis for the purpose of tennis instruction. 


The above staff met the high qualifications established by the 
Recreation Committee, i.e.: 


1. College graduate or presently in college with major in 
Physical Education or Recreation 


2. Experience in Recreation. 


Mr. Kenneth Rose and Miss Deborah Doe were assigned to Fletcher 
Field and Mr. John Yosgandes and Miss Eleanor Principessa were 
assigned to Dean Field. Mr. John Griffin directed the program and 
alternated between both fields. 


Activities Presented 


The following activities were offered during the 1958 program: 
baseball, softball, volleyball, kickball, badminton, tennis, touch foot- 
ball, horseshoes, croquet, arts and crafts, story-telling, and games. 
The wading poo] at Fletcher Field was open to both playgrounds. 
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Competition between the two playgrounds in baseball, kickball, 
and softball was held twice a week, which stimulated the interest in 


the program for the children. 


Projects in leather work, gimp, and molds again proved to be the 
most popular among the younger children. 


A field day was held on August 1 and another on August 27 in 
which both playgrounds participated. 


Contests were held at both Fletcher Field and Grant Field in 
mold-making, costume dress-up, and a doll contest.

The 1958 recreation program was as successful as the two preced- 
ing years. Its continued success over the three year period has pointed 
out the importance of such a program to the town of Franklin. 


Recommended Actions 


1. That the program for 1959 consist of both Fletcher Field and 
Grant Field. 

2. Those members of the 1958 staff be retained for the 1959 
program if they meet the requirements of Civil Service. 


The Recreation Committee itself makes the eee recom- 
mendations for consideration: 


.1. With the consent of the School Committee, that.a second soft- 
ball diamond be built on the Junior High School field,. and 
that the Recreation Committee be responsible for the dia- 

_monds during the summer months. 
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2. That an outdoor basketball court be built at Fletcher Field. 


3. That two ice-skating areas be made available, one at Fletcher 
Field for younger children and the other for larger children 
somewhere within the town, preferable on town property. 


The Board wishes to express its gratitude to the Recreation 
Director and his staff for the excellent program that was presented 
during the past year, to the Board of Public Works for their interest 
and activity in the maintenance of the areas, to the School Commit- 
tee for their cooperation and use of equipment and to all town 
officials and citizens who offered their services during the year.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 


The Board of Public Works organized for the ensuing year on 
February 12, 1958, members being Mr, Robert C. Howe, Mr. Kenneth 
W. White and Mr. Jack Nasuti. Mr. Robert C. Howe was chosen 
Chairman for the year. 


As has been noted in the past, the Department continues to func- 
tion with a greater degree of efficiency since the inception of Public 
Works due to the flexibility of work assignments from one division 
to another. 


It is also felt that we have made most of the adjustments that 
are necessary in our Department insofar as help and classifications are 
concerned. The Board submits a summary of projects and work done 
in the following Departments: 


Highway Department 


The following streets received bituminous treatment: Partridge 
Street from Maple to Elm Street, Elm Street from Partridge to Lin- 
coin Street, a portion of Brook Street Extension, Brook Street, a 
portion of Jordan Road, Marvin Avenue, School Street, from Main 
to West Central Street, Union Street from Beaver Street to McCarthy 
Street. A road mix from McCarthy Street to Railroad Crossing, a por- 


tion of the southern end of Union Street and the Town Hall parking 
area. 


Under Chapter 90 Maintenance the following work was done: 
Pond Street north of Plain Street, 600 feet, also on Pond Street a six 
foot shoulder was given 4752 feet of stone cover, Lincoln Street 1000 
feet south of Elm for a distance of 4650 feet stone cover. Chestnut 
Street 1584 feet of stone cover. King Street 1600 feet of stone cover. 
Washington Street 7700 feet of stone cover. Two portions of road mix 
on Washington Street for 2640 feet, On Grove Street 1900 feet north of 


Railroad sand cover. On Beaver Street 1056 feet of road mix and 
seal coat. 


Under Chapter 718, a portion of Prospect Street was reconstructed 
according to the County layout. 


Under Chapter 90 Construction Grove Street road and drainage 
is complete from West Central to transition of cut-off with the excep- 
tion of curbing and traffic island. From Beaver Street to transition 
of cut-off, road is up to sub-grade and drainage is complete with the 
exception of headwalls and final grade on grates and manholes. 
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. A special appropriation was given in surfacing James and Joy 
Streets and both are completed. 


All of the sidewalk appropriation was used for the repair of side- 
jwalks in bad condition. 


All dirt roads in the outlying areas were scraped four times (4) 


this year. Many of the catch basins were cleaned with a hired orange 
tpeel digger. 


Water Department

Two water extensions were voted this year, one on Miller Street 
jand one on Moore Avenue. The tie-in on Miller Street has improved 
the flow of water in the Lincoln Street area.

The building and installing of equipment at the Gravel Packed 
Well were completed this year, With both Pumping Stations in opera- 
| tion we have a more flexible condition and not too much strain is 
put on the old Gravel Packed Wells. A total of 221,396,700 gallons of 
water was pumped, with 59,987,000 gallons being pumped from the 
) Grove Street station. 


The corrosion control equipment is all installed and when the 
| weather warms up we will start injecting the chemical into the sys- 
| tem as there is a lot of flushing to be done. 


There were a total of 80 new services installed this year by the 
| department and 3 services renewed. Approximately 70 services were 
| put in by developers this year. 


| Sewer Department 


| The Treatment Plant is working satisfactorily. A sludge bed was 
| rebuilt this year and no difficulties were experienced this year at 
) the plant. 


A break was repaired at the East Central Street Station, which 
| was the cause of numerous complaints. Funds are being requested 
| to enlarge this Ejector Station. 


| Shade Tree Department 

The Shade Tree Department removed low hanging limbs on our 
| street trees. Also removed damaged limbs due to wind storms, and 
| several trees that were requested to be taken down. 
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Gypsy Moth Department 
All trees were sprayed with a 12% D.D.T. dormant spray applied 
with our own Mist Blower. 


Removal of Badly Decayed Trees 

The Tree Department removed 39 badly decayed and dangerous 
trees this past season. We still have a large number of dead and 
badly decayed trees to remove. This work will be continued during 


the winter months of 1959. The Michigan Loader was used to load 


some of these trees, which meant a savings in labor and time. 


New Shade Trees 
40 Norway Maples 8-10 feet in size were planted. 


Extermination of Dutch Elm Disease 


Our Elm trees had a 12% D.D.T. dormant spray application early 
in the spring, applied with our Mist Blower, and a late application of 
6% D.D.T. with a plane. The Department of Natural Resources donated 
8 drums of D.D.T, 12% dormant spray to Franklin. Samples of a num- 
ber of suspected elm trees were taken during the summer and sent 
to the Shade Tree Laboratories for tests, and they reported back 74 
Dutch Elms that were diseased in Franklin. These trees were cut 
down and removed to the Town dump to be burned. The Michigan 
Loader was used to load all these trees, which meant a considerable 
savings in time and labor. Due to the requirements of Chapter 132, of 
the General Laws, our financial liability for 1959 is $6000 for the 
Dutch Elm Disease control to comply witn the Law. 


Poison Ivy and Brush Control 


Poison Ivy was sprayed. Also all streets where brush had been 
cut was sprayed with 2-4-D and 2-4-5 T. brush killer. 


In conclusion, we recommend the following should be done during 
the coming year: 


That money be voted or transferred for the installation of an 
8 inch water main from the existing main at the intersection of Part- 


ridge and Maple Streets, a distance of 2200 feet to the existing main 
on Pond Street. 


That our Tarvia allotment be increased. 


That a sum of money be voted or transferred for the purpose of 
well testing on site 12 on Pond Street.

Effective January 1, 1959, there will be an increase in Nursing 
Home rates from $5.75 to $6.50 per day. This will approximate an 
annual increase of $5,748.75 to be paid by this department. 


Taking the above adjustments into consideration, and due to the 
fact that there is more on hand in the Federal Grants as of January 
1, 1959, than on January 1, 1958, we have cut our request for Welfare 
Assistance by $12,000.00 for the coming year. 


In 1954 it was necessary to employ an additional full time clerk 
in the Welfare Department. As no request was ever made for an 
appropriation to meet the extra salary, the Federal Administrative 
Grants have been depleted year by year until they are now below a 
safe operational] standard. 


Other increased needs in Administration are: 
1. Additional postage required by the increase in postal rates. 
2. Additional requirements for office equipment and supplies. 


3. Payment for checks used by the Treasurer for the Welfare 
Department, formerly paid for by Treasurer. 


Due to these increased needs the Welfare Board feels it neces- 
sary to request an increase of $1,000.00 in Administration, 
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On February 28, 1958 the Board accepted the resignation of F. 
Ott Wilbee, Board Chairman, and William F. Carberry was appointed, 
at a joint meeting of the Selectmen and Welfare Board members, to 
fill out the unexpired term as Board Member. At a reorganization 
meeting held by the Welfare Board on February 28, 1958, Joseph 
Dickens was elected Chairman. 


On July 31, 1958 the Board accepted the resignation of Anthony 
DeBaggis, Jr., Board Member, and Marino Turinese was appointed 
at a joint meeting of the Selectmen and Welfare Board members, to 
fill out the unexpired term as Board Member. 


At a reorganization meeting held August 25, 1958, Joseph Dickens 
was elected Chairman, and William F. Carberry was elected Secretary. 


As of October 1, 1958, the Welfare Department operates under 
the following reimbursement policy: 


Old Age Assistance: 
Federal reimburses $41.50 for each recipient. 


State reimburses 2/3 of the balance for all SETTLED persons, 
and ALL of the balance for UNSETTLED persons, 


Town of settlement pays the remainder. 


Aid to Dependent Children: 
Federal reimburses $20.50 for each recipient, 


State reimburses one third of the total payment. 


Town pays the remainder, left after subtracting Federal 
and State. 


Disability Assistance: 
Federal reimburses $41.50 for each recipient. 


State reimburses an amount which together with the Federal 
share equals 75% of the total aid. , 


Town pays 25% of the total aid.

Junior Clerk and Typist to Senior Clerk and Typist, having success- 
fully passed the required Civj] Service examination, 
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! The Welfare Department Members and Staff wish to express their 
jappreciation to other Town agencies, and departments, the Clergy, 
‘Court Officials, and other Community organizations, for their con- 
| tinued cooperation.

| Department will be found in the Auditor’s report.

When the ballots were delivered to the voters by the ballot clerks, 
the check list was used, the name of each voter receiving a ballot was 
announced and checked thereon by the ballot clerks; the voter so 
receiving his or her ballot marked the same at the marking shelf or 
compartment, and then before depositing his ballot in the ballot box, 
gave his name to a checker using a check list, who, after checking 
the name from the check list, announced the name of such voter and 
thereafter the voter deposited his ballot in the ballot box, as directed 
by the moderator, the name of each voter being announced in a loud 
and distinct tone of voice. 


The polls were closed at eight o’clock P. M. at which time the 
register on the ballot box showed that 1,993 ballots had been cast 
therein, the names checked on each voting list were then counted by 
the election officials openly and in a distinct and audible manner, the 
numbers being 1,993.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Franklin: 


Your School Committee hereby respectfully submits its annual 
report as well as the reports of the Superintendent of Schools, the 
Principals of our High and Junior High Schools, Director of Athletics, 
and supervisors of our special departments. 


As a committee, we have been studying our various immediate 
and future problems. We have initiated a program of action that will 
require the support of all townspeople. Such a pressing problem as 
school housing, for example, can be solved only with the cooperation 
of all. 


During the past year the School Committee, Superintendent of 
Schools, and the Schoo] Building Survey Committee have spent many 
days and evenings visiting sites, considering school design with archi- 
tects, evaluating various solutions to Franklin’s school housing prob- 
lems and seeking advice and help from state authorities. A complete 
comprehensive survey of the Franklin school system has been made. 
For further reference to this subject, please read the report of the 
School] Building Survey Committee which will be found elsewhere in 
this annual town report. 


Your Committee believes that the educative system of Franklin 
has been maintained with a high degree of efficiency. This is due, not 
only to the ability and effort of those in charge of the work, but also 
to the spirit of cooperation manifested by the teachers, parents, and 
pupils. Various parent groups are to be commended for their efforts 
in providing television sets for the Ray, Four Corners, and Parmenter 
Schools. We are also indebted to the Parent-Teacher Association for 
its many cooperative endeavors. 
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During the year many tours of inspection are made by the Com- 
mittee and Superintendent. Such repairs as are necessary are voted. 
These repairs are attended to at opportune times. One of our major 
problems is providing the educational facilities in the shape of build- 
ings and related equipment which are safe, sanitary, and fully ade- 
quate for the work to be done in them, Such buildings and equipment 
are essential to the business of instruction.

The above work was done in addition to the normal electrical and 
plumbing repairs, and summer repairs and painting done by janitors. 


Supervision 


The doors of all schools are opened between 7:30 and 8:00 a.m. 
so that children arriving early may use playrooms or be assigned 
simple duties in classrooms during inclement weather. Teachers and 
janitors supervise the arrival and departure of all bus children. Dur- 
ing the lunch hour teachers are always in attendance. At recess some 
of the teachers supervise outside the buildings while others are in 
charge of classrooms and basements. 


Transportation 


During early 1958 it became necessary to review our bus situation 
due to overcrowded conditions on the busses. It was necessary to insist 
that all youngsters living within one mile of the school attended be 
denied bus privileges. In spite of this rigid ruling an emergency situa- 
tion developed in the fall of 1958. Because of large numbers of families 
moving into the northwest section of Franklin, it became necessary 
to use two additional busses. Each of our two contractors found it 
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necessary to have one bus in addition to those already employed. It 
seems likely that more bus service rather than the same or less will 
be required in the future. 


Use of School Buildings for Community Purposes 


The School Committee encourages the use of school buildings for 
community purposes. Three schools are used mostly for these purposes. 
The Four Corners School basement is used for Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, 
and other junior activities. The Parmenter School is used for P. T. A. 
meetings and for various church and social groups. The High School 
is used for adult evening classes, town meetings, various athletic 
groups, and numerous special activities. 


Pupil Housing 


Due to increased enrollment, it was necessary to establish another 
first grade in September. The all-purpose room at Parmenter was 
made into a classroom. This made it impossible to continue our 
program of Junior High School athletics previously started there. 
It was also necessary to use the physical education room at Junior 
High School for an additional grade six. This made the use of the 
auditorium at Junior High School necessary for physical education 
classes. At the High School, because of very crowded conditions in 
our cafeteria, it became necessary to establish a two session day with 
a longer lunch hour, This made home lunches possible for a large 
number of high school students and decreased our over crowding at 
the lunch period. Horace Mann School pupils who use the high school 
cafeteria are able to eat their lunches at a more reasonable hour. 


We wish to thank the following members of the School Building 
Survey Committee for their untiring and unselfish efforts during the 
past three years: Dr. C. Edward Poirier, Chairman; Mrs. Betty Par-

The School Committee extends to the Superintendent of Schools, 
principals, teachers, clergy, and parents its sincere appreciation for 
the fine spirit of cooperation received during the past year.

During 1958 the School Building Survey Committee continued its 
endeavors to find a solution to the problem of classroom shortage in 
Franklin. Deliberations of previous years had established five needs 
for the Franklin schools. Better facilities for our high school, more 
adequate classrooms for our junior high school, more elementary 
school space, particularly for the northwest section of town, better 
facilities for our opportunity class, and more space for grades five 
and six are needed.

The School Building Survey Committee has inserted an article 
in the town warrant for the purchase of the Doe property. This 


article was voted by six of the nine members in attendance at the 
meeting the vote was taken. 


Rather careful studies of enrollment, school operation costs, site 
development, Maximlite construction, and the advantages and dis- 
advantages of school additions were made. At the present time your 
Committee is not ready to make a recommendation on a specific build- 
ing. It is our feeling that a new building for a high school is the best 
solution for our classroom needs. More detailed plans for the building 
with a request for funds for construction will be presented in the 
future. Such plans cannot be implemented until the problem of a 
site has been solved. It is hoped that a site can be selected very 
soon. School enrollment continues to increase. The problem of class- 
room shortage grows more acute. We urge each citizen to support 
action to relieve our schools’ overcrowded conditions.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Franklin School Committee: 


It is a pleasure to submit to you and to the citizens of Franklin 
my fifth annual report as Superintendent of Schools. This is the 
sixty-eighth in the series of annual reports. 


The ensuing pages of this report will summarize departmental 
reports for the year. In this introductory section it may be well to 
take a broad view of the institution which fills the role of public 
education in Franklin. 


Looming large in the picture here is the ever-present need for 
expanded facilities. There are not now, nor have there been for some 
years, adequate classrooms for all our children. More space of better 
design is a must in our thinking for the future. 


In almost as large a focus is the ever-mounting cost of education. 
The annual budget, nearly half a million dollars last year, i.e, 1958, 
will exceed that figure this year. Increased salaries, more children to 
be educated, greater costs for materials will continue to increase the 
educational budget for the foreseeable future. 


As in previous years, there have been changes in our staff. These 
changes are tabled below: -

Many of our teachers are now taking, or have taken, courses for 
professional improvement. Twenty-six of the seventy-two regularly 
appointed teachers, supervisors and administrators took courses during 
1958. 


Our overall academic achievement has shown steady improve- 
ment. This past year, for the first time, achievement at all grade 
levels was at or above the national average in composite scores on 
standardized achievement tests. This fine accomplishment is due to our 
curriculum revisions, careful grouping, and above all, to the con- 
tinued hard work of our fine staff of teachers. 


The reports of principals and supervisors in the ensuing pages 
wiil give a more detailed account of our schools. 


REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL 


The total enrollment of the school as of October 1 was 432 pupils, 
twenty less than the corresponding date in 1957. The following table 
illustrates the distribution of pupils:

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Of the eighty-nine graduates of 1957 who received their diplomas 
on June 12, approximately fifty percent have gone on to further edu- 
cation in colleges, junior colleges, schools of nursing, and business 
schools; eleven boys have entered the service of their country; the 
remainder of the class is either working or in the process of finding 
employment. 


It is significant to note that a large percentage of our students, 
as a result of the high quality of their scholastic work, obtained 
scholarships to outstanding schools such as Brown, Tufts, North- 
eastern, Boston College, Boston University, University of Connecticut, 
Katherine Gibbs, and Trinity College. Area scholarships made avail- 
able by Dean Junior College made it possible for seven of our gradu- 
ates to go to that institution. 


Changes in Curriculum 


Over all, the faculty of the high school has been increased by 
one during the current year. This addition has made it possible to 
expand our curriculum several ways. 


First, it has been possible to set up a good portion of the driver 
training program within the actual school day. This has been a 
trend throughout the state, and it is to be hoped that eventually our 
entire program will be carried on in this manner. With the addition 
of a new driver training car, through the kindness of the Bessette 
Ford Sales, Inc., and with two teachers working part-time on the 
program, the number of students able to participate has been greatly 
increased. For example, in the first year of this program, 1951, twenty- 
nine students went through the course in a school year. Under our 
present set-up twenty-three students have received their licenses 
during the first quarter of the school year. 


Secondly, the addition of one teacher has allowed us to add much 
to the art program within the high school. We now have three art 
classes meeting each day, making it possible to expand the art pro- 
gram to the point of including appreciation of art and the history 
of art. 


Thirdly, the increase in personnel has made it possible to assign 
one classroom teacher to the school library each period of the day. 
Our library has been undergoing renovation since the beginning of 
the school year and will be opened for student use shortly after the 
first of the year. 


A revised program in mathematics is now in full swing. Under 
the new program algebra I is being taught in the first year, plane and 
solid geometry in the second year, advanced algebra and elements 
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of trigonometry the third year, and elements of the theory of cal- 
culus, statistics, advanced trigonometry, analytic geometry, and prob- 
abilities in the fourth year. This advanced course has been established 
for those who show high ability in mathematics. The regular courses 
are still being offered at the college preparatory level for those of 
lesser ability. 


Changes in Daily Schedule 


Four of the High School’s major difficulties for many years 
have been the smoking problem, the lunch room facilities, the study 


hall facilities, and the activity period. 


In view of these four problems, a trial program on the school day 
was set up at the beginning of the school year. Under this program 
the cafeteria was excluded as a study hall area, keeping it free for 
the entire day as a lunch room facility. 


The auditorium was set up as a full-time study hall, with lap- 
boards making written assignments possible. 


The lunch period was extended from twenty-eight minutes to 
fifty minutes by lengthening the school day from eight o’clock until 
two-forty, an overall lengthening of thirty-five minutes. Students 
were given the privilege of eating at the school cafeteria, going home 
to eat, or eating at any one of the available restaurants in the town. 


With the activity period at the end of the day it is possible to 
take care of clubs, music, individual class affairs, assemblies, and 
special programs, (for example, College Board Exam preparation) 
without interfering with the regular classroom schedule. 


After a trial of three weeks the new schedule was approved by 
the School Committee. Up to the present time it has been successful 
in the following ways: 


The smoking problem has been virtually eliminated. 


2. It has been possible to maintain sanitary conditions within 
the lunch room area. 


3. Overcrowdedness within the cafeteria at the lunch hour has 
been appreciably reduced. 


4. With more space, order in the study hall area has improved 
greatly. 
5. Horace Mann students using the High School cafeteria are now 


able to have their hot lunches at twelve-twenty instead of 
twelve-fifty. 
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Furthermore, the long noon hour allows time to conduct deten- 
tion in the middle of the school day. This makes it possible to punish 
bus students as well as non-bus students for minor infractions. 


The Other Fifty Percent 


As stated previously in this report, approximately fifty percent 
of our 1958 graduates have gone on to further their education, an 
excellent record for our school in the field of college preparatory work. 
It does, however, raise the disturbing thought, “What about the other 
fifty percent?” 


I shall not belabor the question of space, facilities, or personnel. 
The bold-faced facts of the case are that under present conditions we 
can do no more than house and provide minimum essentials for this 
fifty percent. As this condition is the mandate of the people of Frank- 
lin, we have no choice but to accept it and try to do the best we can. 
Education for all has been endorsed by the administration, but it can 
only be implemented by the people. 


College Admissions 


It appears at the present time that the difficulty of getting col- 
lege preparatory students into college has lessened somewhat, The 
majority of the colleges require scholastic aptitude tests and achieve- 
ment tests. We have attempted this year to provide an informal class 
for those students who are planning to take College Board examina- 
tions. Mr. Quinlan was recduited for this pupil service and has made 
an excellent beginning. This work is carried out during the activity 
period. 


The top ten or twelve colleges in the country are still difficult 
for high school students to make, whether at Franklin High School 
or any other high school. A very large number of excellent colleges, 
however, are available to our students in the New England area and 
along the eastern and southeastern seaboard. j 


In the first two months of this school year, admission officers 
from eight New England colleges have already been to our school 
to meet with interested students. Furthermore, we are participating 
in the Northeastern University college preparatory and occupational 
conference promotion which is carried out once each month. 


We are also participants in the national Merit Scholarship pro- 
gram and are proud of the fact that one of our students, Paul Pak- 
sarian, is a finalist this year. Thirty-six of this year’s junior class 
have already signed to participate in the Merit Scholarship testing 
program which will be held this spring. 
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At this time I would like to express my sincere thanks to Mr. 
Benjamin Thomas, the Superintendent of Schools, to the School Com- 
mittee, to the teachers and supervisors, to the office personnel, and 
to all those town agencies for the unselfish cooperation they have 
given me in carrying out my duties. The actions of those mentioned, 
I am sure, are motivated by a sincere desire to provide for our 
students the best possible assistance for achieving their goals.

ENGLISH 


In the school year of 1958-1959 six teachers are instructors of 
English, three being full-time teachers and three having one English 
class each. Work is being carried on to improve reading skills, to 
increase reading interests, and to develop better oral and written 
communications. According to the preliminary report of the Iowa 
tests given in October, general improvement has been noted in all 
phases of English work throughout all classes. It is hoped to continue 
the up-grade. 


In the college divisions the needs for meeting College Board 
Examinations and Scholastic Aptitude Tests are being emphasized 
more than in the past; practice in taking the varied tests is provided 
in the upper classes. 


To be alert to today’s needs, two English teachers have attended 
spring and fall meetings in Boston on the Articulation of College 
and High School in the field of English; three teachers attended the 
May meeting of the Massachusetts Council of Teachers of English; 
the head of the department attended the Yale Conference on Writing 
last spring; and a teacher will attend the Yale Conference this spring 
when writing will again be the subject. These meetings have been 
most profitable and highly directive. 


In the spring the pilot course in the Humanities will be ready 
for showing in selected schools; Franklin will be able to offer this 
course to students in the junior and senior college classes. 


Continually the English program is being studied and revised for 
the improvement—it is hoped—of English instruction at Franklin 
High School. 
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SCIENCE 


Fundamentally the personnel in this department is the finest in 
years. Co-operative, experiment and demonstration ‘minded’ it has 
been a pleasure to co-ordinate their combined efforts. 


Basically Science is a field that requires ‘things’. Apparatus is 
essential, The more of it we have the more concrete our demonstra- 
tions and experiments become. 


We need radioactivity equipment, balances, microscopes, speci- 
mens, etc. to build up and maintain a growing science interest. The 
proportion is a direct one. 


Possibly the most immediate need is the conversion of the room 
adjoining the boys’ lavatory (214) with a demonstration desk, gas and 
water, and dark curtains. 


A vital need is for fluorescent lighting in the chemical laboratory 
as it is difficult, even on a bright day, to read the balances. 


VISUAL EDUCATION 


The use of films this year has definitely caught on. About 130 films 
will be shown this year. Departments using films are: Shop, English, 
Business, Language, and Science. 


The filmstrip, slide, and opaque projector use is confined mostly 
to Science groups. 


Because of our heavy scheduling with most films having at least 
two or three showings, I recommend the purchase of a new Bell 
and Howell 16mm projector with classroom and auxiliary speaker. 


Many of our films are free but require two-way postage. More 
rental films appear as other departments make known their desires. 
Sources include the Bureau of Mines, General Motors, Ford, Shell, 
Modern, Encyclopedia Britannica, University of Syracuse, University 
of Connecticut, Boston University, University of California, and Asso- 
ciation Films. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION FOR GIRLS 


Mrs. Green continues to cover the elementary schools on Mon- 
days, Tuesdays, and Thursdays, and Miss Bryden the elementary 
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schools all day Thursday. In the first two grades, work includes 
rhythms, story plays, and singing games, making full use of chil- 
dren’s imaginations, and introducing as much variety of movement 
as possible. Basic skills of ball handling are taught, and simple group 
games introduced. 


The third and fourth grades, when working out of doors, concen- 
trate on simple team games, with continued emphasis on ball handling, 
leading to more advanced games like kickball and softball in the fifth 
and sixth grades. This fall the fifth and sixth grades held a kickball 
tournament. 


Working indoors with the third to sixth grades, we hope to in- 
clude, in addition to team games, tumbling activities, American square 
dances, and simple English and Scottish Country dances. 


Exercises and discussions, designed to make children aware of 
the need for good posture, will also be introduced throughout the 
year. 


In the High School, the girls have Physical Education on Mon- 
days and Wednesdays, and the Freshmen girls have Health Education 
on Tuesdays and Fridays. 


In the fall, field hockey techniques were practiced out of doors, 
and volley ball was played indoors. Other indoor classes have in- 
cluded practices for skills in volley ball and basketball; special atten- 
tion having been paid to footwork. 


Postural and rhythmical exercises have been given and these will 
be continued throughout the winter; taught through the approach of 
modern educational dance and leading to work with music, both for 
the individual and group. 


It is hoped to teach national dances, especially those of England 
and Scotland, as well as folk dances from Europe. 


In the spring, softball, archery, and horse-shoe pitching will be 
taught.

Volley ball intramurals were played in the fall, and a large num- 
ber of students participated. 


Basketball followed volley ball and next will be a badminton 
tournament, followed by softball intramurals. 
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We also have senior and junior basketball teams competing in 
games against other schools. 
Recommendations: 
1. An outdoor play area at the High school 
2. Larger space for girls’ locker rooms 
3. More showers 


4. Curtain or partitions to deaden sound into and from the 
gymnasium, and to discourage uncooperative spectators. 


BOYS’ PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


Our program at the Junior High School revolves around our 
three major sports. 


The fall is spent teaching football fundamentals and playing tag 
football. 


During the winter months, basketball fundamentals, drills and 
games are taught and played. Volleyball is also taught and played 
during the stay indoors. 


Spring is baseball time, and here once again, we start teaching 
from the ground up. Games are then played to put to use the funda- 
mentals learned. 


Our High School program has track, soccer, football fundamentals, 
and games during the fall. 


During the indoor season, basketball, volleyball, tumbling, appa- 
ratus, calisthenics, relays and other contests are taught and played. 


Outdoors, during the spring, our activities are track, soccer, and 
softball. 


The Kraus-Weber fitness test was given to the boys at the Junior 
and Senior High Schools with the boys scoring well in the test.

This year, for the first time in the history of the school, we had 
eighth grade pupils in uniform working with our freshmen in foot- 
ball. 


We should include an all-sports program in our Junior High 
School. 


Our program costs the town between six and seven thousand 
dollars per year to operate. 


We enjoyed a fair year in sports and are looking forward to 
greater success as our program expands. 


This past fall brought changes in our coaching staff as Mr. Griffin 
left to coach at Needham and Mr. Henri Beane gave up coaching to 
become our new principal. Mr. William Rex took over both the foot- 
ball and basketball coaching positions. We lost a great coach in losing 
Mr. Beane who, through his many years, developed some great teams; 
climaxed with the winning of the Bay State Class C championship 
in 1956.

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HOUSEHOLD ARTS 


In the High School there are four classes in sewing which include 
mixed groups taking Sewing I, II, III, or IV. In these classes, three, 
four, or five projects are required. 


Short courses are given in homemaking, good grooming, textiles, 
and child care. 


There are no cooking classes since there is no foods laboratory 
available. 


Consideration should be given to enlarging this department so 
that the girls could benefit from actual experience in the preparation 
of foods, meal planning, table service and many other homemaking 
subjects. 


INDUSTRIAL ARTS 


The shop program in the High School is on an upward trend 
and progress is being made. Our crowded conditions are holding back 
some of the older students from making larger projects. Storage is 
still one of our big problems. Many a project has been spoiled by 
nicks and scratches because of having to be left in the shop when 
not being worked on. 


We are teaching on a five period basis with large classes, although 
a few are not too crowded. Most of the students desiring shop now 
have the opportunity to do so. 


The Mechanical Drawing classes are now taught in five definite 
stages, namely: 


(a) Mechanical Drawing — a beginning course where all the 
fundamentals are taught plus free-hand and _ isometric 
drawings and problems correlated to shop work. 


When a student shows ability beyond this kind of drawing he is 
changed to the Engineering Drawing course where he can proceed 
at his own speed. 


(b) Engineering I. At the end of a year, if proficient, these 
students should be in a position to accept a position in a 
drafting room of some firm. These students learn all the 
basic problems in Orthographic Projection, Auxiliary Views, 
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Cross sectioning, Revolutions, Isometric Drawings, and 
Exploded Views (a very valuable method to know). 


(c) Engineering II, III, IV. The subjects covered during these 
three years include: 


(1) Pattern Making (Intersection and Developments) 
(2) Cylindrical and Plate Cams 

(3) Screw Threads 

(4) Designing of Gears (including bevel gears) 

(5) Machine Drawing 

(6) Perspective Projection 


(7) Shades and Shadows 


We expect to have Engineering III and IV students working in 
local drafting rooms before the year is over, for experience gained. 


JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


The enrollment at the Theron Metcalf School this year is 335. 
Of this number seventy-one pupils are in grades five and six. 
Crowded conditions have become more serious and we have had to 
give up the small gymnasium for a classroom. Physical teachers are 
trying to carry on their programs by the use of the field and the 
assembly hall. It is impossible to use the field during most of the 
school year. This situation, in turn, limits the use of the assembly 
hall for audio-visual and other assembly programs. We are doing 
the best we can with an over-crowded building and limited facilities. 


In the guidance program, tape recordings, sponsored by North- 
eastern University, have been introduced. These discuss the different 
types of occupations and related topics. Information is given as to 
schools which give the proper education for chosen vocations. 


The junior high program has again returned to homogeneous 
grouping for class work. The home rooms are arranged alphabetically. 


National Education Week was observed in our school on Novem- 
ber 10, 1958 from 7:00 to 9:00 p.m. Many parents visited the teachers 
and discussed their childrens’ progress and problems, It was gratify- 
ing to have so many parents avail themselves of this opportunity. 
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it is difficult at this time to discuss future plans for the Junior 
High School. We need to know more about the school building situa- 
tion. We will do the best we can until our facilities are improved. 


INDUSTRIAL ARTS 


As a result of the reorganization work started last spring, the 
shop at the Junior High School is functioning smoothly this year. 
A stock rack has been completed allowing efficient and neat storage 
for our lumber supply. The hand tools are now kept in a tool crib 
manned by two boys from each class on a rotating basis so every 
boy may get the experience of being in charge of the tools. We also 
have a duty board which indicates the work for which each boy is 
responsible during the class period. 


In previous years there has been an accumulation of unfinished 
projects left in the shop. This year the eighth grade boys selected 
and finished one of these projects, practically eliminating the number 
of unfinished, unclaimed items in the shop. 


We are especially glad to report that the Fire Chief, on his recent 
inspection, found everything combustible stored in proper cabinets 
and containers. His one comment was that the fire exit should be 
unlocked while classes are in session. This is one of the assignments 
made by the daily duty board. 


As a result of the homogeneous groupings the Mechanical Draw- 
ing classes have become much more efficient than in previous years. 
Assignments are made for specific group levels so that explanation 
and demonstration time is cut to a minimum and actual working time 
is greatly increased. 


HORACE MANN SCHOOL 


This school now has an enrollment of 288 pupils, 157 are boys, 
131 are girls. 


There are nine classroom teachers. Our classes are very large. 
Generally speaking, the students here want to learn and work at it. 


This year the pupils are placed in groups according to scholastic 
ability. The ability grouping enables teachers to offer a curriculum 
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equal to pupils’ ability. There is enrichment and acceleration for the 
bright pupil. Children with low scores on check tests are given more 
individual help when this type of grouping is in order. We allow 
for some flexibility of grouping. 


We are continuing with our diagnostic testing program in arith- 
metic, which is an instructional analysis of every child’s potentials 
and achievements. 


Launching of satellites that began in 1957 was one of the most 
exciting events in human history. The fact that man has been able 
to crash into outer space has caused us to reshape our attitudes toward 
scientific education and social studies, even at fifth and sixth grade 
level. 


Our School Department purchased four televisions for this school 
in order that sixth grade students could have the privilege of partici- 
pating in the program on physical science, “The Twenty-one Inch 
Classroom,” offered each week on Channel 2, WGBH. Starting in 
September the fifth grades view the program on Natural Science, one 
period each week. There is an evaluation check on these programs 
each week and as time goes on this type of education should be of 
great educational value. 


Then, too, because of swift developments in the Space Age there 
is a new stress on the importance of social studies. Today children 
just do not wait for a later grade to learn about the world. Children 
must be made aware that they are related to the world community, 
and that they must understand other cultures, peoples, and places. 
With these thoughts in mind our faculty planned a United Nations Day 
for Parents’ Day in Education Week. Elaborate preparations were 
made for this day including extensive research, typical programs, 
decorations and displays. The results were most rewarding. We are 
continuing this sort of thing as, for example, Christmas in other lands, 
and so forth throughout the year. 


Other highlights of our year were the motion pictures ‘“Hemo, 
The Magnificent” and “Tanglewood” in June. 


Our school plant is operating to capacity. All classrooms are in 
use, and a new one in the basement has been fitted out for Mr. 
Sullivan’s instrumental classes. 


All classrooms but one have fluorescent lighting. It is my recom- 
mendation that they be installed in the one remaining classroom and 
office.

GERALD M. PARMENTER SCHOOL 


The enrollment at Parmenter School this year is 329, as of 
December 15, 1958. We have eleven classes in ten rooms, plus an extra 
classroom in the All-Purpose room. 


Regularly scheduled assemblies, which have formerly been an 
important and valuable part of the curriculum, have had to be omitted 
from this year’s program because of the class in the All-Purpose 
room. 


A matter of serious concern to us is the rapidly increasing enroll- 
ment in our schools due to the many new building developments in 
Franklin. We see the immediate need for more classrooms, especially 
in certain areas of the town. 


Parmenter School is no longer able to provide space for all of the 
bus children in the town in grades one through four as was the 
original plan in 1952 when the building was opened. In addition to 
additional bus pupils, the number of children who live in the neigh- 
borhood has increased from about thirty in 1952 to seventy-two in 
1958. 


Work Accomplished 


1. Administration

ADULT CIVIC EDUCATION 


Classes began October 1, 1958. Free instruction is offered on Mon- 


day and Wednesday from 7:00 to 9:00 p.m. in English and Citizenship. 


The aim of this program is to prepare foreign-born non-citizens 


for citizenship, and to aid other foreign-born people who are now 
citizens to improve their knowledge of reading and writing the Eng- 
lish language. 


Thirteen members are now enrolled. All are from Franklin. 
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EVENING PRACTICAL ARTS 


During 1958 our Evening Practical Arts classes have expanded. 
From January to March there were 117 residents and twenty-two non- 
residents in attendance in classes in metalwork, upholstery, beginning 
sewing, advanced sewing, wood-working, furniture refinishing, cake 
decorating, and tray painting. From September to December, 137 resi- 
dents and thirty-two non-residents were enrolled in classes in begin- 
ning sewing, advanced sewing, rug braiding, woodworking, furniture 
refinishing, metalwork, cake decorating, and tray painting. 


The annual exhibit of these classes was held in April, 1958, A large 
number of townspeople attended. Much favorable comment was made 
by the State Office of Vocational Education. 


ART 


The development of creativity in children implies that the neces- 
sary attitudes and abilities will be fostered through extensive art 
experiences early in the elementary school program. The basic aims 
of the Art program for the elementary school child in our schools are: 


1. To recognize, develop, and nourish the child’s natural creative 
attitude and imaginative thinking. 


2. To make the child aware of the validity of his individual in- 
terpretation of his environment and his experiences. 


3. To provide the basis for good judgment in art as it appears 
in everyday life. 


4. To instill the knowledge of the properties and potentials of 
materials and to guide the development of skills in handling 
of these materials. 


5. To build a working vocabulary specifically related to the arts. 


6. To make the child visually sensitive and responsive to the 
world about him. 


MUSIC 
Personnel wise, the music department in the Franklin Public 
Schools consists of two full-time supervisors and one part-time 


teacher. Miss Myrtle Lougee, who has replaced Mrs. Diana Dahlquist 
as Assistant Supervisor of Music, is in charge of Vocal Music and 
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Pre-Band Instruments from grade one through and including grade six. 
Mrs. Hazel Ribero functions as a part-time music instructor in the 
departmentalized curriculum presently in use at the Horace Mann 
School on the grade six level. The vocal program from grade seven 
through and including grade twelve, and all of the instrumental pro- 
gram, is the immediate responsibility of Mr. Sullivan, the Supervisor 
of Music. 


Instrumental lessons are offered to the students within a revolving 
schedule so that the students will miss the same class only once every 
seven weeks. Generally speaking the teachers find this satisfactory as 
the academic efforts of the students involved are not materially 
affected. The majority of these lessons are in the nature of being 
sectional rehearsals. The number of students involved make it impos- 
sible to provide private lessons for all concerned. Projected plans for 
the future include the provision of a high school band, a junior high 
school band, and the beginning or elementary band composed of stu- 
dents in the first stages of instrumental instruction. Our beginning 
instrumental program starts at the grade five and six level. 


Our school housing shortage which is so evident in the town of 
Franklin complicates the search for adequate rehearsal] facilities. It 
goes without saying that a combined band rehearsal of some fifty 
members pretty much shuts out the opportunity for effective teaching 
of other subjects during the same period of time in the same building, 
unless soundproof rooms are provided, The band is at present also in 
need of adequate uniforms. This past year we obtained slacks for 
all performing members, but we are still in need of either military 
coats, or shirts, or capes, and caps or hats to complete these uniforms, 


The High School Chorus consists of some 112 students who re- 
hearse twice each week. Because of the large number of interested 
persons, it has become necessary to eliminate freshman girls from 
the chorus. It would seem entirely proper to provide an opportunity 
for these girls to have a chorus of their own on a twice a week rehear- 
sal schedule. In order to establish and maintain a high degree of 
excellence in any field, it is axiomatic that properly trained replace- 
ments be available for choral and instrumental programs. By means 
of the organization of a freshman chorus and an adequate junior high 
school choral program we would assure ourselves of trained and 
accomplished performers for replacement purposes. 


HANDWRITING 


Our major objectives are: 


1. To have each pupil achieve or surpass the norm for his grade 
in speed and quality in formal handwriting. 
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2. To make good handwriting function in all related informal 
handwriting activities such as spelling, arithmetic, English 
composition, etc. 


3. To develop concomitant virtues such as neatness, accuracy, 
attention to details and an understanding and appreciation of 
what is inherent in good handwriting. 


4. To achieve these objectives with a minimum expenditure in 
time, effort, and materials. 


5. To develop a writing consciousness on the part of teachers as 
well as children; to provide the necessary instructional and 
motivational materials and inform the teachers of the methods 
and techniques to be used in order to make the handwriting 
scores made by your students indicate the measure of success 
that has been attained. 


During the school year ending in June, 1958, 9,405 formal test 
papers were graded. In the final grading period 94.7% were excellent, 
5.3% good, and there were no fair nor poor papers. This excellent rec- 
ord testifies to the interest and cooperation of the teachers. 


CONCLUSION 


The year nineteen hundred fifty-eight has been a good year in 
our schools. Progress has been made in nearly every department. Our 
personnel has functioned efficiently for the most part. Future plans 
must include more classrooms. We should think seriously of providing 
kindergarten instruction for our children. Our school year should be 
extended at the high school level by providing a summer session for 
emphasis on the “content” subjects. 


My thanks to all who contributed to the success of our schools this 
past year and a cordial invitation to all townsfolk to visit us and 
become better acquainted.

At this time I wish to thank the teachers for their very great co- 
operation in the health program of our schools, also Dr. Mercer and 
Dr. Holden for their part in helping test the first graders’ eyes. 


We have one problem which we tackle every year, and talk about 
every year, but which does not improve very much, namely the parent 
who sends his child to school in a semi-sick condition, bad cold, etc. 
The children are so closely in contact on the bus, and then in the 
school, that even if his child does not suffer (and we think the child 
does) all the other children are exposed. This is not right or fair. We 
hope that in the future all parents will keep their children home 
under these conditions. 


Apart from this problem we seem in very good status from the 
health viewpoint. The medical authorities have decided it is better to 
skin test for Tuberculosis and only X-ray when a person reacts to 
this test. Therefore, this year the junior class, with parental consent, 
were given the Manteaux Test, Ninety-eight students were tested with 
only one reactor, which is a good record.
